cardiovascular conditions.
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Women Veterans Self-Reported Cardiovascular Condition

Hypertension was the most reported cardiovascular condition among all women.

Other cardiovascular conditions were infrequently reported.
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Black women Veterans in the AHOBPR report more hypertension than other women
Veterans. Having hypertension increases the risk for heart disease and stroke,
which are leading causes of death in the United States.
